At  about  three  o’clock  yesterday  after¬ 
noon,  e  murmur  of  excitement  over  ran  tbr 
crowded  coart  room,  as  the  plaintiff**  coun 
act  announced  that,  ao  far  as  they  were 
aware,  they  had  now  put  in  all  the  evi¬ 
dence  they  bad  to  offer  by  the  witness  then 
and  lor  four  day*  pieviout  on  the  stand. 
Judge  Porter— not  Mr.  Evarte— 
stood  up  .ad  commenced  the 

cross  iaamihatior  or  moTLTox, 
with  the  question  ol  Pharaoh  Is  Jacob— 
How  old  art  thou  f  But  before  this  qnee 
tioo,  simple  ee  it  waa,  could  be  anewered, 
Mr.  Evarte  had  a  number  ef  further  techni¬ 
cal  episodes  to  Snieh.  Jed  gw  Porker  re¬ 
peated  the  queetioR  and  tbe  struggle  with 
the  strong  witness  began.  Now  e  croon 
examination  at  least  in  this  Instance,  is 
more  e  matter  of  theatrical  effect  then  say 
thing  else.  There  i*  little  or  nothing  in  tbe 
way  ot  evidence  to  be  elicited  from  the 
witness,  but  there  to  a  good  deni  that  i*  im¬ 
pressive  to  be  elicited  from  tbe  examiner's 
own  eye  brow*,  fore-ftagar,  chart,  voice  and 
other  elements  ot  dramatic  expression.  — 
For  ail  this,  Judge  Porter  at  once  show* 
bimeelf  eminently  gifted  and  Justifies  tbe 
choice  that  baa  fallen  upon  him. 

Tbe  symmetrical  cowatenaaa*  that  beam* 
silent  suavity  behind  Mr.  Evarte,  through 
out  tbe  preceding  stages  of  the  trial,  row 
leathery  pole,  sad  gathers  daej 
its  brow  than  that  of  the 
oetach e  on  iu  Up,  standing  cat  between 
the  parchment  cheeks  like  ea  Ink  spinel 
a  drumhead.

to  nothing.  Bat  then  the  manner  of  It  to 

depravity  in  the  wihnam  dtortaned  by  Judg. 
Porter's  eauaMedion  af  a  trivial  qaeetiaa 


To  day.  however,  the  high  style  of  inquisi¬ 
tion  appears  ta  have  been  ju<lu  iously  with¬ 
drawn  fruiu  toe  cornmou  u-e,  aud  the  cross 
cxsmiuation  has  Lieen  continued  all  dny  iu 
quiet  vein  quite  salisfsrtory  to  lovers  of 
gossip  You  have  iu  the  lull  report  a  tux 
urioua  repeat  of  details  of  private  affairs  of 
mi  possible  coucern  to  anybody  l-'jl  their 
owner*  and  hence  excessively  delightful  to 
everybody  else. 

-The  leading  objects  so  far.  hare  been 
l.\To  elicit  evidence  of  partiality  to  Til¬ 
ton  against  Beecher,  on  the  part  of  their 
mutuaM^jend,  in  refuting  tbe  latter  access 
to  paper*  of  his  own.  not  withheld  from 
the  lormer.  2.  To  elicit  evidence  of  the 
long  and  alill  sustained  intimacy  between 
the  witness  and  Tilton,  and  even  of  obliga¬ 
tion*  to  the  latter  in  contract  with  the  re¬ 
rent  and  special  <Vca»ioti  of  the  friendship 
for  Beecher  mid  iu  preauut  disruption.  8. 
To  elicit  evidence  o/  qusnel  ami  of  ronse- 
queut  animosity  toward*  Beecher  on  the 
part  of  the  witness,  and  qlso  to  get  in  Mr. 
Burcbet'*  fbrrttoty  put  argument  tbr  tit* 
right  te  the  pwprra  4.  To  elicit  all  the 
mosey  transactions  and  *  croon  t*  in  detail 
between  the  witness  aud  Tilton,  and  to 
cni  nect  Tilton's  indebtedness  to  Moulton 
with  the  latter's  acceptance  for  him  of  the 
$300  from  Beecher,  so  a*  to  show  a  selfGh 
motive,  or  benefit  to  Moulton,  in  taking 
the  money  * 

Insignificant  a*  these  point*  ere  in  theif 
bearing  on  tbe  substantial  credibility  of  such 
testimony  as  Moulton's,  only  tbe  second 
sad  third  were  even  partially  sustained, 
and  the  otue.s  were  more  than  ever  effect¬ 
ually  destroyed  by  the  cross-examination 
itself. 

There  were  a  number  of  minor  objects 
which  I  need  not  enumerate,  a*  I  do  not 
pretend  to  report  tbe  trial,  borne  mi 
points  were  made  in  a  telling  manner,  an 
perhaps  as  many  and  as  telling  ones  were 
made  boomerang  bullion;  i.  on  the  licad 
id  the  party  making  them.  The  best  of 
the  tenner  waa  Lhe  aaicaauc  comment  tor 
which  counsel  waa  repmvedhy  Judge  Neil- 
son, — **  we  have  your  i cord  that  you  lied.” 
To  a*y  (hat  this  is  the  strong  point  of  the 
icfeoce—  that  s'  witness  who  « win  he  has 
lied  is  not  to  be  believed— is  not,  perhaps 
to  give  it  much  of  a  show;  but  I  believe  it 
it  understood  to  be  the  fact.  Bo  far,  how 
ever,  from  appealing  to  the  common-sente 
of  the  jury,  on  tbe  question  of  M  mlum’ 
credibility  against  the  defendant  a*  effected 
by  hia  confessed  lie  for  the  defendant,  they 
will  deny  tbe  jurisdiction  of  common-sense, 
and  claim,  as  overriding  it,  an  imperative 
udicial  rule,  binding  on  the  jury  in  spite 
of  whet  they  might  be  ratmady  disposed 
to  think— probeblv  asking  a  charge  to  that 
effect  from  the  judge,  ami  taking  an  ex 
ception  to  be  argued  on  appeal — that  the 
testimony  of  a  witness  in  Moulton's  pod- 
tion  must  be  disregarded  in  fof*  The  con¬ 
test  between  the  opp-wing  advocate*  will 
lie.  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff,  to  have 
Mutinon's  testimony  weighed  by  common! 

,  and  on  the  other  part,  to  have  it  ex 
eluded  from  consideration,  in  obedience  to 
an  inflexible  legal  principle.  And  here  I 
observe  that  the  testimony  of  the  witness 
(Moulton),  who  mutt  be  annihilated  belore 
a  verdict  for  the  pUiotiff  can  lie  honestly 
reluaed,  he*  already  made  a  fearful  imprn 
■ion  outside,  on  the  ranks  of  Mr.  Beecher's 
candid  apoligoata.  There  are  good  and  in 
fluential  men  I  could  name,  who  bad  never 
given  up  till  now. 

The  fact  is,  Moulton  is  jest  about  as  for 
midsble  on rroee-examiaalion  as  on  direct 
examination.

The  first  man  who  gave  definite  shape  to 
German  superior  education  was  Cbarle- 
inague,  whose  clear  snd  comprehensive 
mind  saw  and  understood  the  waul*  of 
the  growing  generation,  ilia  two  leading 
thoughts  were  to  extend  higher  educ«tteu 
beyond  the  clergy  and  to  educate  suitable 
teachei*.  His  influence  in  this  direction 
waa  felt  far  beyond  the  confines  of  hi* 
empire ;  and  his  work  has  been  the  firm 
basis  on  which  the  educational  edifice  ol  k 
thousand  year*  has  been  built. 

All  the  schools  did  not  rite  to  the  dig¬ 
nity  of.  there  artec  liber  j  let ;  many  merely 
teaching  reading,  writing,  arithmetic, 
singing,  and  grammar.  These  were  mere 
ly  parochial  schools,  corresponding  to  the 
mod«rn  elementary  schools.  Wherever  it 
could  be  done,  the  study  of  the  Scriptures 
was  added;  sometimes,  also,  the  aneb-m 
classics;  of  the  Greeks,  only  Homer,  but 
of  tbe  Rornaus,  Horace,  Virgil,  Statius. 
Sallust,  Terence,  Cicero,  and  Seneca. 
Greek,  though  not  pursued  extensively, 
nevertheless  formed  a  favorite  study.  Thus 
we  know  that  Charlemagne  appointed 
teacher  of  Greek  in  Salzburg  »il  Ratisbon, 
as  also  in  several  other  cities.  Tbe  differ 
once  of  rank  and  occupation  in  lifs  as 
marked  by  a  different  degree  of  education, 
peculiar  to  the  German  nation,  aeoiT  mads 
itself  felt.  Charlemagno,  like  Alfred  the 
U rest, endeavored  to  obliterate  differences 
of  rank  in  educational  mailers,  but  wee 

_ successful  ia  this  aa  the  English 

king. 

It  must  be  considered  sis  an  inestimable 
Messing  that  education  could  be  pursued 
ucvhi  luurbedlv  in  tkt  a^ 

prmr«*  who  were  to  further  and 'protect  it

But  by  gotn) 
too  far  in  this  direction,  they  destrnyeu 
fancy  and  tbe  true  appreciation  of  the 
beautiful.  By  the  artificial  and  strict  cal¬ 
culation  which  pervaded  their  whole 
method  they  deprived  the  pupil  and  his 
studies  ol  all  natural .  life.  Involuntarily 
they  worked  for  llrt  philanthropists,  aa 
they  endeavored  to  make  evurything  easy 
by  the  method  and  expected  everything 
front  the  latent  enthusiasm  of  the  scholar. 

The  character  of  the  secondary  schools 
was  materially  changed  during  the  first 
half  of  the  nineteenth  century,  not  only  by 
the  more  intense  development  of  philology, 
but  also  by  the  constant  oitenaioo  and 
greater  depth  in  the  treatment  of  all  act- 
enert.  In  lormer  times,  the  aim  to  be 
reached  and  the  way  to  reach  it  had,  in 
«pitc  of  all  difference*  of  methods,  been 
simple  and  clear.  The  Bible  and  the  an¬ 
cient  language*  bad  been  the  essential 
conditions,  without  which  no  scientific 
rtudy,  least  of  all  the  stndy  of  theology, 
could  Its  carried  oa,  sad  from  tbe  seooad- 
ary  schools  young  men  went  to  the^eni 
versitire  to  study  the  sciences.  All  the 
preparatory  studies  seemed  only  to  be  aids 
lor  reaching  this  aim.
